Tho whblo of tho Pacific States and terri- 


tories can, oo doubt, produce 6,000,000 to 
T.000,000 tons, enough to supply 50 por cont. 
more than the present consumption of all 
clftlizcd 
countries. 
That 
consumption, 


though, to increasing vory rapidly, and it 
doubles In tho United States In about 20 
yean. Thus In that time it would absorb all 
the posalbln production of the state. The 
value ol 8,110,000 tons ol sugar would, at 5 
conn per |»un(l, ba close on $350,000,000 
l>or annum. To obtain it ono has to go 
abroad. I) sides tho return to tho farmer, 
tho Industry glvos steady employment at tho 
rate of about on* man to every 80,000 pounds 
of sugar. 


Tho total produ«t ol *H the sugar lands in 


California would, therefore, give work to not 
less than 2,10,000 mon, representing a popu- 
lation of 1,1,00,000, ti eluding traders, manu. 
fncturers, wivos, children, etc. It would, 
besides,glio support to a groat nnd varied 
industry. It would need 21,000,000 barrels 
to contain t ho sugar, and thus give support 
to a vast cooperage Industry and lumber In- 
terest. Thu engines would consume 19 bar- 
rels of oil to each ton, or 58.000,000 barrels to 
the total }xis«iblo production of the stato. 
This would, no doubt, exhaust all the crude 
oil that California can produce. The use ol 
9 per cent, slake lime would cull for over 
4<X).000 barrels of llmffaywir. The machinery 
neoded, too. In 
theFO mills would cost 


$48,000,000, and would require renewing any 
every fifteen years, thus creating a foundry 
business of over $3,000,000 a year. An im- 
mense quantity of coal would bo consumed, 
so that It v. mid give support to a great min- 
ing interest. Aud we havo not yet nigh ox* 
hnusted thu list of all the new industries that 
this groat one would support. Wo have de- 
lineated Its possibilities. It would, of course, 
tuko a long aeries of years to arrive at the ro- 
sulis hero presented. That it is possible 
under any circumstances may be known from 
the fact that tho last sugar made oast 4.84 
cents por pound, and that It is stated on 
Rood authority It can bo laid down in Snu 
Francisco lor 31-3 cents por pound, so that 
California con easily hold her own in boot 
sugar production.—San Francisco Journal.

A slight difference in the shade of tho Ink, 


or a variation lu the plate, hardly to be dis- 
tinguished, except under a magnifying glaqs, 
often makes a vast difference in the price 
of the postage stamps collectors get together. 
Dealers show two stamps which seem to be 
identical except to the most oaraf ul observer. 
In coloring, lettering and paper they are 
exactly alike, yet one of them is worth but a 
cent or two, while the other, which has a 
slight projection at tho top and bottom, 
scarcely a halrsbreadth In width, for this 
reason sells for $10. 


The first stamps Issued by the United States 


were tho 5-cent brown and the 10-*ent black 
of 1817.

character, tho stones being finished by ex- 
port diamond cutters, upon scientific princi. 
plus, so as to bring out all thoir remarkable 
brilliancy and exquisite beauty. A sapphire 
which may havo cost $5 or possibly $10 at 
Oolumbo, after passing through the European 
lapidary's hand*, will readily bring 375 and 
upward according to weight und color. The 
favorite hue is that of bright bluo.not so dark 
as to be dull. When appropriately mounted 
tho retail jeweler will expect to get, say, $13C 
or moro for tho stone, which cost originally 
$10 in Ceylon. Tills stone is noxt In hardness 
to a diamond. Tho choicest cat's-oyes are 
highly valued, evun in first hands; when as 
Urge as tho tips of ono s flnger, $1,000 is de- 
manded for ono. Tho finest, when posossiug 
clearness and good radiating power, become 
double that price at retail in London auJ 
Paris. The trade is carried on atColumbo by 
Jews, who manage in a few years to accumu- 
late large fortunes in these fascinating and 
fashionable ornaments.—Boston Herald.

I 
Young Men of Education. 


i There are, no doubt, many thousands of 
young man in the East preparing to sot out 
for tho West the coming fall, and as ono who 
has been through tho mill I think I might bo 
able to give some valuable advice to them. 
Tho sources of information are numerous, 
but they hardly furnish just tho kind of 
knowledge which tho anxious fortune-seeker 
requires. For instance, a scries of vory clover 
articles Is appearing In Harper's Monthly 
from the facile pen of Mr. Warner, and they 
aro most delightful and instructive reading. 
Yot to a poor young man, considering or not 
whether ho shall follow Horueo Grooley's 
ndvico, they are almost valueless. Mr. War- 
ner comes from ono of tho "boom" towns. Is 
driven about by tho local magnates, inspects 
tho thriving manufacturios, looks at tho uow 
and gorgeous business blocks, admires tho 
many handsome residences, finds that the 
population lias doubled in three years, and is 
deeply impressed by the wondrous prosperity 
of the new Woet. But ho knows nothing of 
the struggle for existence in tho midst of this 
splendid progress, of tho thousands out of 
work, and of the difficulty of finding and 
keeping a place in tho pushing crowd. And 
it is just these things which tho young clerk 
or professional man In Boston, Now York, or 
Philadelphia wants to know. This fact is my 
excuse for adding to tho already voluminous 
writings about tho West 


Buforul go any further I must explain that 


what follows Is especially intondod for tho 
black-onated class, for clerks, teachers, law- 
yi'rs, and doctors. Thoro is plenty ot work 
at high wages for outdoor laborers and me- 
chanics. It is true that rents aud tho cost of 
living aro very high, but wages aro high also. 
Then, too, if tho man accustomed to outdoor 
work fails to get a place In town, ho can easily 
secure employment on a farm. But whon ono 
comes to investigate tho conditions of life as 
It presents itself to tho clerk or professional 
man ho is struck at once by tho difference. 
SRJMJIftiTiAlUf 
tetfMfifi.-'bncm" towns attract 


professional classes aro most mobile there Is 
a greater proportion of them than of uny 
other. Those places are consequently flooded 
with clerks, stenographers, dentists, doctors, 
and lawyers. While bricklayers ci.rn from 
14 to $C a day, bookkeepers are starving on 
salaries of $30 to $40 n month, and many uro 
aeeklng workovon at that figure in vain. 


In the last six months sixty now lawyers 


havo come to Omaha to settle, and twenty of 
the old ones havo loft In despair. Tho modi- 
•al profession is as much overcrowed, and 
several doctors of my acquaintance havo re- 
cently emigrated from tho city because they 
failed to got anything to do. In short, tho 
curso of tho olty IB the over-abundance of 
shabby and Impecunious gentility. Thoro 
aro at least twice as many olorks, lawyers 
and docto»3 as there is remunerative employ- 
ment for, and the town is filled with men too 
proud to bog, too stuck up to work with their 
mnds, and afraid to steal, 


Ot course a few do got on, but even those 


suffer from many drawbacks. Tho climate Is 
a most exhausting one, rents and living ex- 
penses are vory high, clothes, and In fact all 
:ho necessaries of lifo, are much dearer than 
they aro In tho East. Thoro is vory little 
amusement of uny kind, vory few social 
)loasuros, and Iheso few are not open to 
strangers unless they have good introductions. 


Tho townspeople are Tory reserved with 


lewcomore. The city has so long been a 
leccafor blacklegs, swindlers and scoundrels 
of ovory description that tho respectable ele- 
ment has learned, by a sad experience, to 
ook askance on all new arrivals. Thoy take 
a stranger to bo a thief until ho has proved 
ly years of upright conduct that he Is an 
lonest mnn. 
Young men, without amuse- 


ments, without any special resources, and 
with very few acquaintances, naturally, men 
being social animals, drift into the free and 
easy society of the saloon and the house of 
II fame, and thus further widen tho distance 
letween them and the respectable residents- 
This process Is seen going on all tho time,and 
Is melancholy but seemingly inevitable. 


All that I havo written applies with equal 
oree to Minneapolis and Kansas City, In 
which towns I have lived, as well as to Omaha, 
md from what I can hear, to the other boom 
owne also. There are numbers of collego 


men, 
especially Harvard man, out hero, and 


with vory few exceptions they are working for 


rery small salaries, and those in tho profes- 
.ions are making very little money. Indeed, 
Q be a college man is anything but a recom- 
mendation In the rough and ready Wost. Poo- 
ilo here put them all down as "dudes," und 
onsequently useless and unpractical. Even 
n society "dudes" aro at a discount, und there 
s really no place whore they can feel at homo 
Test of tho Uisslssipl. Little bands of them 
an bo found in all these towns living to- 
ethcr, excluded from tho rest of the inhabit- 
nts, and striving to avoid, as much as pos- 
iblo, any contact with tho rough, bourgeois 
world around them.

"Tho absence of sunlight, tho tremendous 


pressure of the water at such depths and It* 
quiet stillness aro tho causes which make the 
vast physiological di (Terences between the 
fish at tho bottom ot the soa and those nonr 
tho surface, with which we aro most famil- 
iar," remarked a prominent scientific man. 


"Many ol the most wonderful peculiarities 


of tho deep-sea flsh aro duo to tho nbsanco ol 
sunlight," ho continued, "and some of them 
aro totally blind, bdng absolutely without 
oyos or having only rudimentary ones, like 
those which aro seen in fish which Inhabit 
the' streams of caves where tho sun never 
shines. On tho other hand, there aro somo 
varieties which have oyos of enormous size, 
in order that they may collect nil the rays of 
light that penetrate tho deep. Experiments 
show that tho light of tho sun cannot peno- 
trato the water boyond a depth of about 
200 fathoms, and that just boyond that depth 
tho light is but a faint glimmer, while still 
furl her down is total darkness. 


"Yet 
those creatures, living far away from 


tho light of the sun, must have some moans of 
shaping thoir course In tho search of food, 
nnd nature has so well provided for thoil 
needs that they are actually a light unto thorn- 
solves, like lanterns; they havecertain organ* 
that emit a phosphorescent gleam to light 
them on tholr way. Some of them carry tiny 
torches in tho form of tentacles that rise from 
the top of tholr heads, while others havo little 
rows of luminous spot* along thoir sides. 
Imagine the fairy-like torch-light proeessiou 
miles below the surface of the soa which 
flushes hero and there through utter nnd 
im penetrable darkness. 
It is thought by 


some that many of these flsh aro entirely en- 
veloped in light, and sometimes whon brought 
to the surface the luminous spots still ghui- 
raor faintly."

History of Tlmepi«c*fl. 


Tho sun dial of Aliaz Is tho first record ol 


a time-keeper, that the obelisks of the Egypt 
inns were intended us gnomons, and that the 
next record of a sun dial waa tho homicyck 
ot Uio Chaldean astronomer Berosus, 450 B. 
C. Tho clepsydra, or water clock, was the 
next contrivance for measuring time, usod by 
tho Chaldeans; but clocks were sot up It 
churches as early as 1174, and In the reign ol 
Henry VI. a pension was granted to the DHUD 
of St. Stephen's for taking charge of a clock 
in Palace Yard, Westminster. 


In 1320 Richard Wallingford, abbot of 8t 


Alban's, placed a clock In his monastorj 
which showed the hours, tho motion of the 
sun, 
tho changes of tho moon, the ebb and 


flow of the tide, etc., and the account of thu 
clock is still preserved in the Bodleian Li- 
brary at Oxford. In 1310 Peter Kightfoot, e 
monk of Olastonbury Abbey, made a clock 
which, at tho Keformation, was removed to 
Wells Cathedral, and the original Is now to 
bo seen at the South Kensington Museum. 
Tho clock for tho Strossburg Cathedral was 
begun In 13S2, and finally completed in 1574 
by Conradus Daspodius. 


The use of tho pendulum for securing ac- 


curacy of time was first adopted by Vincent 
Galileo, In 10*8, and the anchor escapement, 
for regulating It, by Dr. Hook, 1GOG. Tli« 
most remarkable episode In the construction 
of time-keepers is the lever osoapoment, In- 
Tented by Thomas Mudgo, in 1770, tho last 
epoch in tho history of the watch. The pro- 
gress of the last flfty years lu watch making 
has consisted rather In the perfection of pro* 
portions than In the introduction of now 
principles. 


At tho International Inventions Exhibition 


of 1885, Kendal and Dent exhibited a horolo- 
gical novelty of a watch with two dials placed 
back to back, with the movement between 
them. On ono dial was marked the old di- 
visions of twelve hours, and on tho other the 
suggested hour aircle with twenty-four di- 
visions.

CAT DRIVING IN FLORIDA. 


»w Fifty-Pound Fowlers of the Swamp* 


Furnish Sport for Iltuiters. 


Chatting over their cigars, a few gentle- 


men passed a pleasant hour at tho St. James 
hotel exchanging personal experiences of the 
chase. Air. M. N. Bryan, of Madison county, 
Flo,, told, with much interest to his listen- 
ers, stories of the hunting of the wildcat 
He said: 


"Tho Florida wildcat, when fully grown, 


weighs about fifty pounds, aud is as large as 
a good sized fox hound, and when in full 
chaso of a pack of fox hounds is an object to 
startle and bewilder a northern hunter. With 
fur thrown back, claws extended, leaping 
with great springs through forest or swamp, 
tho ordinary sportsman, at the first sight of 
tho animal, turns palo and wants to leave 
instanter. Tho cat will attack sheep, lambs, 
young hogs and poultry, but the human fam- 
ily, except young and unprotected children, 
need havo no fear of him. I know of no 
sport so exciting and demanding effort so 
hard nnd long continued as a cat drive. The 
hunting party having been agreed upon, 
they meet an hour and a half before day- 
light, mounted on their best horses and at- 
tended by hounds, often to the number of 
forty. Tho wildcat is generally found for- 
aging at this hour, and, being surprised, runs 
quickly tojthe cover of the nearest swamp or 
climbs a tree. If ho seeks a tree he is not 
shot, but tho tree is cut down, or ho is other- 
wise dislodged. 


"Tho hounds are held in leash until he geti 


a good start, when tho leader blows his horn 
and the pursuit is resumed. If the cat enter* 
a swamp the hounds follow him there, and 
ultimately drive him out, and tho hunting 


it by scrimping la | by a well dressed gentleman, who inquired 


his price by the hour, and as the amount was 
satisfactory the "fare" jumped into the car- 
riage and was driven to one of the up town 
theatres, enjoining- the driver to wait until 
his return. At tho expiration of the per- 
formance the young man appeared, accom- 
panied by a friend, and together they were 
driven to a restaurant, where they took sup- 
per.

tho defeat of tho enemy. Ho mi'st look less 
to tho support of his friends and more to his 
own individual movements and to tho judi- 
cious expenditure of his ammunition. Ho 
must IMJ taught with more euro to tako cover, 
to advance by rushes, to practice tho princi- 
ples of strategy, while exhibiting tho same 
personal bravery as in tunes past.

AH these principles 
and poculiarith'S of Indian warfuro with 
open order fighting find practical application 
in modern tad IPS, and tho army otllcers who 
havo fought this foe for many years, learn- 
ing all their tricks and checkmating them at 
their own gamp, aro well equippod with 
Ideas that may well lie embodied m our now 
system. 


A foreign officer who was sent to witness 


the grand review of our armiVs in Washing- 
ton at tho closn of tho civil war and report 
thereon, doclan-d t o his sovereign that ho had 
never seen an army so rcmnrlcahlo f or "moral 
discipline." In this ho n-fcrrod to the great 
luteUigeneo of tho rank and file—tho indl- 
riclual discipline) and independence. Many 
foreign ofllcen, were inclinwl to criticise the 
peculiarities of our Roldicrs—tlieir freedom 
of action, which tho foreigner thought too 
mobhkc. But tho bravery they displayed, 
tho terrible loss of lifo inflicted and the- dross 
parade precision in masses which tlify would 
exhibit will-never it was applicable only 
proved tho tendency to select tho methods 
best suited to the circumstances and tlio na- 
ture of tho o.iso, to tlio ground and tbo pecu- 
liar country iu which they fought. They 
wore kimply practical, and precision of move- 
ment was not always possible nor desirable. 
But today cloclchlco movements of mossol 
under fire aroiint, nermissiulf nnd It. f,,li.>«r« 
tum, u/o <iilamu« lor which our soldiers wcro 
criticised in 18«j, as well as those for which 
they we-ro praised, will, bo tho ones most to 
bo cultivated in tho future. In short, tho in- 
dividual intelligence and indepoiideiico of our 
•oldiers would increase their efficiency under 
tho changed conditions of warfare, and 
diminish greatly tlio advantage possessed by 
foreign armies duo alono to tlieir perfection 
ond permanency of organization rather than 
to tho sujwrior intelligence or strategic abil- 
ity of their officers and men. 


The general principles which will govern 


tho new tactics are pretty well understood. 
On former days tho skirmish lino was throwm 
out, 
under cover of which tho troops were 


deployed and formed in two ranks for battle, 
the skirmishers being then withdrawn or re- 
placed by tho compact line. All this will 
now bo changed, und means will bo provided 
by which troops iu any formation may t* 
quickly deployed in three lines for little, 
Tho first lino, composed of from one-third to 
ono-half of each battalion, will bo thrown 
forward, as was tho old skirmish lino, to open 
the battle, followed at a distance of several 
hundred yards by a supporting lino of alwal 
one-third of each battalion, while the r» 
nrniniug force will bo held several hundred 
yards in rear of tho supporting line, massed 
ond under cover if possible, ready to be de- 
ployed when most needed to cover a retreat^ 
to meet or to moke a turning movement or 
to join tho main body in tho final rush 
The 


men in each of tho three lines will bo assigned 
to small groups, each with its leader, whose 
movements and directions they are to follow 
Individual freedom will therefore bo permiV 
tod with tho single qualification that tho 
groups bo kept intact as far as possible, ral- 
y-ing or deploying, advancing or retreating 
together, thus insuring control by tho oflifori 
through tho group leaders of non-commta- 
sioiied officers.

The new small caliber, high 


powered rifles now being adopted by foreign 
powers will enable tho men to carry many 
moro rounds of ball cartridge than formerly, 
»nd, although tho smaller and lighter bullets 
will not kill so often or produce such ugly 
wounds, their increased velocity and greater 
range and accuracy will make up somewhat, 
end tho number of wounded will bo in- 
creased. Wounded men embarrass tbo mov» 
ments of an army more than tho dead and 
In short campaigns cripple it moro effect, 
nally. Men from tho supporting lino will)» 
gradually thrown forward into tho firing 
lino to take advantage of any weakness of 
the enemy or to meet a heavy attack, tlio 
men always attaching themselves to tlio 
groups as they como up. Vbolo groups from 
tlio supports will frequently bo thrown into 
the intervals in tho firing line. 


There will be little maneuvering under tbs- 


deadly fire of modern arms; the lines will b* 
•ble to do little moro than advance or ra- 
treat, rally by groups to flro volleys, or to 
carry some point of ndvantago byn nun. 
Tho reserves will be depended on to m«et 
emergencies. 
Flank attacks and turning 


movements will be the rule, and strategy 
must be practiced more in the future than, lu 
the past, or at least it will ha vo a still greater 
Influence in determining the result of a battle 
1 he supports will finally become merged in 
the firing line, giving by their impetus a for- 
ward movement to the whole lino or enabling 
It to withstand the enemy. There will thus 
te a constant push from tho rear under tba 
direction of the officers. Ono side will event- 
ually give way, and tho time will como whsn 
toe victors must mako a united rush in • 
moro or less compact body or in a line of 
Croups.—New York Times.

COMMERCE AND PROTECTION. 


The Frro Trade Theory In "Fitly What 


Yon Cam and Hake What You Most." 
The free traders profess to desire tho 


Increase of our commerce. Tho protee- 
tionlstH really do desire it, but their plan 
Is tho more rational. Tho free traders 
say: "I^et us buy everything where wo 
can buy it the cheapest." Suppose that 
had alwavs boon tho policy of tho govern- 
ment. We were an agricultural state. 
Some of our manufacturing interests had 
been benefited by the English laws, but 
most of them had been impeded by tho 
restricUve legislation which forbado tho 
colonies from trading with any but tho 
mother country. 


The result was that when the govern- 


ment began this was an agricultural 
country. If we had not undertaken to 
build up our manufactures wo should 
have remained an agricultural community, 
buying our manufactured products In tho 
market 3 where they are tho cheapest. But 
we did nothing of the kind. Wo started 
out in another direction. Wo undertook 
to dlvorslfy our Interests by going into 
the business of making all that would bo 
produced In this country. Wo weiit on 
tho theory that we should send out to 
the other side tho surplus products of 
our farms with which wo might pur- 
chase goods or products that could not 
bo produced in this country. Europe of- 
fered to soil us, In return for our wheat 
andj cotton, manufactured articles that 
wo could make If our capitalists and 
workliigmen were protected from compe- 
tition until they could stand nlono. Tho 
foreigners even tried to convince us that 
It would be cheaper for us to remain an 
agricultural country, and they are still, 
with the assistance of the Democratic 
party, engaged In persuading us to aban- 
don our factories and return to fields. 
Wo decline on tho ground that tho coun- 
try has prospered under tho protective 
system. 
The manufacturing establish- 


ments which havo been encourajf ed by the 
protective tori IT havo been of more pecu- 
niary advantage to the farmers than tho 
foreign market.

A CONDITION, SURE ENOUGH. 


Tlicre Will «e a Deficit In the Treasury, 


Not a Sun'los, This Tear. 


Tho original estimate by tho Treasury 


Department •>! the Government's revenue 
for tho prevent fiscal year was $3b3,- 
000.000. 
Last year 1 he re venue in round numbers 


was $37«,OdO.OOO. In tho fiscal year 1887 
it was $U71,(lOO.Oflf). 
In the fiscal year 


1880 
it was fijSC.OOO.COO. 


Wn have already tho figures of the 


Government receipts from all BoarcoBdur- 
ing tlio months of July, August and Sep- 
tember, conbtituting the firbt quarter of 
tho fiscal year 11*0. Tho quarter's reve- 
nue amounted to only $97,n^0,252, against 
$102,828,81)0 for tho correnpouding period 
last year. 


In view of this marked and significant 


decline of nearly If .1,000,000 in tlio govern- 
ment's Income during a Biuclo quarter, we 
understand that fome of the longest 
heudod authorities in the treasury aro now 
disposed to reduce their estimate of the 
year's receipts by about $18,000.000; thus 
bringing down the total from $383,000,000 
to $870,000,000. 
That would reduce the surplus this year 


to about $5,500,000, or only one and one- 
third per cent, margin above the total of 
appropriations for tho year, oven suppos- 
ing that tlio revenue from tho postofflce 
comes np to the estimated amount, f 57,- 
664,000. 


In a surplus of between five and six 


millions for the year, calm minded finan- 
ciers will perceive no presage of tho finan- 
cial convulsion and widespread disaster 
•which Mr. Cleveland predicted in Decem- 
ber last. 
But now lot us see what ground thor» 


Is for expecting even so small a surplus 
asJS5,500,000 this year, and not a deficit. 


The receipts for the first quarter are 


known. They amount to $97,526,862. 


Tho experience of post years dhows a 


definite and tolerably constant ratio be- 
tween the Csst quarter's receipts and 
those of tho whole twelve months. We 
ore surprised that it has been overlooked 
by the treasury officials. This is the fact: 
The first three months of the fiscal year 
bring In considerably more than one- 
fourth of tho year's revenue. Just how 
much more It Is cosy to ascertain by a 
mathematical process. 


In 1883 tho first quarter's revenue was 


nuout 28.2 per cent, of the year's receipts. 
In 1884 it was about 27.5 per cent. In 
1885 about 28.8 per cent. In 1880 nearly 
26 per cent. In 1887 nearly 20 per cent, 
again. In 1888 Just 27 per cent. On an 
average of the post six years 27 per cent, 
of tho year's revenue comes in during 
July, August and September. 


Tho receipts of the first quarter of the 


fiscal year 1889 are 27 per cent, of $861,- 
000,000, and they therefore Indicate that 
sum as tho total revenue of tho govern- 
ment for the present fiscal year, outside 
of postal returns. 


With tho estimated postal revenue of 


$57,500,000 tho aggregate income would 
amount to $418,600,000. But tho appro- 
E 


nation bills for tho year, already signed 
y Mry Cleveland or in his hands for ap- 


proval, amount to $422,000,000. This 
means an actual deficit of $3,000,000 or 
$4,000,000 instead of any surplus, how- 
ever small. 


That is tho condition which confronts

States government for customs for the 
year ending Juno 80, 1887, was $204,779,- 
280.53. This amount tho Mills bill re-

a Salutatory Effect—Two Letters. 


In connection with the civil service laws 


which commend to the attention of exam- 
ining boards favorable consideration for 
soldiers, it is Interesting to compare two 
letters which represent the condition and 
the theory of civil service reform as un- 
derstood by Grover Cleveland. The first 
is his Christmas present of 1884 to George 
William Curtis, president of the National 
Civil Service Reform association. In it 
he said among other philosophically patri- 
otic things: 


' 'There is a class of government positions 


which are not within the letter of the civil 
service statute, but which are so discon- 
nected with the policy of the administra- 
tion that the removal therefrom of present 
Incumbents, in my opinion, should not be 
mado duringthe term for which they were 
appointed, solely on partisan grounds and 
for the purpose of putting in these places 
those who ore in political accord with the 
appointing power." 


The other choice tid bit is extracted from 


a letter written by 8. V. Benet, chief of 
ordinance of the war department of Mr. 
Cleveland's administration. 
It is ad- 


dressed: "To the commanding officers of 
the National Armories at Springfield and 
Rock Island, and of the United States 
arsenals at New York, West Troy, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, and Benicia." It reads 
as follows: 


"While arsenals and armories^ are not 


intended to be converted Into political 
machines, two political parties in this 
country are recognized. It Is, therefore, 
ordered that hereafter in employing or 
discharging employes of any and all 
grades, other things being equal, and 
qualifications satisfactory, Democrats will 
be favored, the object being to divide the 
force hi the different grades gradually be- 
tween Democrats and Republicans. This 
rule will apply to women and children as 
well as to men and will be strictly en- 
forced." 


The first victims of this non-partisan 


reform very appropriately were the widow 
and children of a soldier. Widows of 
soldiers are so offensive partisans that 
thcv could not rote the Democratic ticket 
if they would, and their places, naturally

Tito People of Norway. 


I cannot eay farewell to Norway, where we 


have enjoyed so much, without a word more 
about tbe characteristics of the people them- 
selves. Tho peculiar nature of tlio traveling 
In this country brings tlio tourist more into 
direct contact with the population of the 
rural districts than in Sweden or in the more 
southern nations, and he must be a poor ob- 
server who cannot in five or six weeks begin 
to understand them. The faces of some of 
tho men are full of intelligence and charac- 
ter, even among the fishermen and day labor- 
ers—indeed, I have seen, in these classes figures 
worthy of a royal race. The women's faces 
aro seldom beautifnl or vivacious, but possess 
a certain grave sweetness and simplicity 
which is very attractive. Professor Forbes 
calls them ' 'a free, intelligent and fine heartec 
people." Honesty is a strongly marked trait 
everywhere. Tbe doors of j-our rooms in 
hotel or station are seldom locked, and very 
often cannot be—you feel perfectly safe 
everywhere. At ono place on our posting

amount duo for our horse; tho extra price 
was sent alter us by tho diligence driver anc 
was restored to us at the end of our route, 
and this was considered a matter of course. 


The Norwegians aro very land—more kine 


than polite, the antipodes of the French, who 
are more polite than kind. In tho city streets 
tho passers jostle you rather unceremoniously, 
but if you seem at a loss for your way you 
receive an instantaneous offer of help, and 
any one of these busy people will go out ol 
his road to show you yours. One peculiar 
custom is that of shaking hands among 
strangers as a token of good will or gratitude. 
The chambermaid and the boy who drives 
from ono station to another grasps your hand 
when you pay their small fee. Even the 
urchin from whom you buy a little bunch ol 
flowers or a scanty saucer of strawberries by 
the roadside, puts his little brown paw into 
your hand 
confidingly, 
and Boedeker 


solemnly warns all travelers that If they do 
not like this custom they had better not come 
to Norway.—Cor. San Frsmcisco Chronicle. 


The Doctor and His Patient. 


A young man, conceiving what he consid- 


ered a brilliant idea, visited a number of 
physicians. To them he stated that he had a 
pain in his back and soreness of the muscles. 
They all prescribed for muscular rheuma- 
tism. The young man then drew the re- 
markable conclusion that physicians knew 
little of the healing art, and that people 
practically threw their money away when 
they employed them. Such reasoning would 
have been in keeping with the general belief 
extant before the Christian era, but at the 
present day it is simply evidence that intelli- 
gence is not thoroughly diffused. Physicians, 
in determining disease, unless it is a superfi- 
cial character—as, for instance, measles— 
and the distinctive signs aro visible to the 
eye or distinguishable by touch, must depend 
much upon the symtoms presented. 


Now, symptoms are divided into two 


classes, objective and subjective. Objective 
symptoms are those which the physician ob- 
serves for himself, while the subjective 
symptoms are those which relate to the sen- 
sations or feelings of the patient, and which, 
consequently, the physician can appreciate 
only through the patient's description of 
them. If a man tells his doctor that he has 
a pain and soreness in a certain part of the 
body, he must be believed, unless there ap- 
pears to the physician signs which lead him 
to doubt the patient's statement. Diseases 
ore simulated for the attainment of certain 
ends. In the army and navy during war 
tunes malingers were eommon. Ihose people 
who suffer from accidents for which respon- 
sible parties are liable are singularly apt to 
feign injuries or exaggerate those which they 
have received, At all times malingering la 
common among convicts.—Boston Herald.

were about 000,000,000 train miles of railway 
In the United States in 1837, and by taking 25 
train miles as accounting for the burning of 
ono ton of cool, the conclusion is reached thai 
the railways of the country consumed about 
24,000,030 tons of coal in 18.ST. As but 3 
per cent, or thereabout of the power stored 
in the cool is utilized in hauling a train, the 
opportunity for economy may be noted at s, 
glance. This field promises to be an import- 
ant one in the matter of study on the part of, 
beads of motive power departments on tin 
railways ot the country.—Bre.dstrcal'B.

Usually tho occupation <if rapturing tlie 


intnmecl stwJs was followed !<y tliroo men 
working together. They nscti four or flvo 
lardy, fleet, well trained lioixes. When tlm 
section of the country t,ho wild nniinnls fro- 
quontcd was reaehed, tho l\rst thnij; was to 
select a suitable location, nt tho entrance of 
a ravine, generally, for a corral. This the 
catchers knew how to construct, iisiii^ great 
quantities of rope, vei-.VR|>ce<lily. Then near 
ibis corral, on the most sightly eminence, 
one man stationed Inniwlf. A distance l>o- 
yond it, on the apparently most natural run 
way, another man with ono of tho fleetest of 
the saddle horses tnkea hif station. 
The 


irk of tho most skilled man of the three 


then begins. Mounted upon the picked liorso 
of the lot, with a pair ,of field glasses, a 
water bag, and a supply rtf food, lie swings 


,way 
in tho earliest dawn on an easy lope. 


It may bo ten or twenty miles before his 
keen eyes, aided by tho glasses with which lie 
sweeps the brond expanse of rolling plain, 
detect n grazing band of horses. 
Ilo ap- 


proaches thorn by tho easiest courso which 
will jwrmit concealment as long as possible, 
and then, within ft few hundred yards, ho 
dashes into sight and tho sport is begun. 


Tho affrighted animals stand for nn In- 


stant, tho morning breczo fanning their lux- 
uriant manes and tails. They snort in alarm, 
turn and trot off, at first, and then, as it is 
apparent this strango creature is pursuing, 
break into a run. Itdk now that tlio raco is 
to both tho swift and tho enduring. Tho 
trained horse, on which tho man is nstrido, 
knows his part of tho work and ho does it in- 
telligently. With head well down, swinging 
out on a long, swift lopo, ho follows the fleo- 
in? band. 
Tlioy run madly, becoming more 


mid more aiTrightod as they perceive that 
they aro indeed pursued. Tho first wild bui*st 
of speed carries them far in advance, I nit 
not out of sight. 
13y dexterous engineering 


the rider and horso behind shorten tho dis- 
tance as much as jwssiblo. Tho band ahead 
arc to bo kept on the move. 


Jlilo after milo is rapidly covered. Th( 


sun comes up hot and scorching in tho cloud- 
less sky. But there is no stop for a restful 
graze, nor opportunity for a drink from 
chance stream. Tho fright of tho wild horses 
has grown into veritable terror. They throw 
bits of foam from their months. They arc 
worried, half crazed by this merciless, con- 
tinuous, unrelenting pursuit. But tho nian 
behind lias rested his horse at every oppor- 
tunity. Whenever there was a chance, hi 
faithful animal has been given a nibhlo ut 
tho succulent grass and had a sup from a 
spring or little stream. Hidden though ho is, 
tho tough and experienced plains pony is 
fresher than tho fleeing equines ahead. The> 
now show signs of tho greatest tx'rturbation. 
Their stomachs aro empty, their wind i 
"blown," their tougues aro dry. But fear 
makes them half uncoiiscious of these .suffer- 
ings, although they are gradually wearing 
under them. At length, when they have gono 
forty or fifty or perhaps suty miles, tho pa 
triarch begins to run in an eccentric way. 
Ho is not as sure of his courso as ho was. HI 
wheels and turns and then goes ahead again 
but with uncertainty. 


They drop out of sight for a moment be 


hind a ridge. Tho stallion, his nostrils dilat 
od and quivering and his eyes Hashing, makes 
a sudden run, and in another moment, will 
his band of faithful spouses, bo is galloping 
back over tho track ho has come. Now is 
tho raco in earnest and to tho bitter end 
The nervy, gamy, swift horso behind knows 
that his energies havo boon saved for the tasl 
that is yet before him. As ho feels tho spur 
he springs ahead with tho racing blood 
aflame in his veins. It is a terrific chose, 
New terror nt this- extraordinary, this un- 
looked for denouement of what tlio fleeing 
animals ahead had thought in tlieir hmto in- 
stinct was a successful rnso to throw the pur 
suer off tho track, gives them desperate 
otiNwgth, too; but thoy are worn and frctto 
and starvot] and burning: with thirst. They 
run for their lives. Kearer, milo after mile 
they approach tho starting place. Tho sui 
IB ablaze, after noonday, but still tho hot raco 
goes on. 


Tho man left behind on the eminence i; 


sweeping tho plains with his powerful glasses, 
Ho has watched an hour, perhaps two, or 
even throe. At last his ranj^o of vision be- 
comes centered upon eomcthing away in th 
distance. Ilo trains tho glasses intently until 
at last ho can seo behind tho running ani- 
mals n solitary horso, and that horse has a 
rider. Ho is in tho saddle with a bound, 
calls to another horse grazing near, and 
away they fly towards this approaching cav- 
alcade. Ilo runs the horses as swiftly as ho 
can, and at length spies plainly, perhaps two 
or three miles away, tho fleeing bnuch, and 
behind them in hot chase the gallant horse 
and rider. A signal tells him ho too has 
been seen, and then, seizing tho topographi- 
cal features of the intervening space, ho 
ikulks swiftly behind tho ridges and eleva- 
tions to cross tho courso. Tlio trick is well 
done, and while tho wary but still dauntlsss 
stallion and 
his following marcs swoer 


around tho base of an elevation tho tired, 
gamy pony and tho two fresh horses aud mci 
meet. As quickly as saddles can bo trans- 
ferred tho gallant horso that has mado a run 
of 
seventy-five, 
eighty-five, or 
possibly 


ninety miles is free and rolling on tho gross, 
and the iron muscled man who bestrode him 
Is on another fleet and f rush horse and again 
hot after tbe quarry. 


Now follows tho most slullf ul maneuvering. 


The terrorized band cannot run much farther. 
They have almost exhausted even their well 
nigh tireless vitality. They again becoino 
confused and resort to their lost device. 
Their straightaway tactics aro deserted and 
they commence running in a circle. At flrst 
It Is two miles in diameter. Tbe pursuer 
makes his circle In a little less space. Tho 
diameter reduces to a mile. Gradually this 
grows less. Tho poor, panting, exhausted 
creatures stagger around, determined to die 
hi what they think is their only means of 
escape. They havo entirely lost their reason, 
If such it might bo called. Narrower and 
narrower becomes their course, until at last, 
with the BUD sinking low in the west, they 
stand, panting, weaving bock and forth, con- 
quered for *-:j timo.

Customs of New Zcalanctera. 


Formerly tho New Zealanders worshiped 


various gods, apparently personifications of 
natural objects and powers, to whom they 
addressed prayers and offered 
sacrifices. 


There wero no idols, their gods being invisi- 
ble; many of them deified men. Quarrels in 
tho early times wero principally about wo- 
men and land. Tho natives still tattoo them- 
selves, and make their faces look hideous. 
That, however, is simply a matter of taste, 
for they think that purplo in the cheeks and 
over the bridge of the nose, and a few swan 
feathers in their matted hair, greatly en- 
hance their beauty. They also have peculiar 
customs, such as kissing by rubbing noses.— 
Globe-Democrat. 


Tho Result In Arkansas. 


In 1884 tho Democrats carried Arkan- 
sas by a plurality of 46,336; in 1886 it was 
80,580, and this fall it Is placed at a little 
over 15,000.

HOMI, LAIIOIl AND HAW MATERIALS. 


Thci n is one feature of the tariff discus- 


sion Hint should he closely scrutinized by all 
working-men, more closely, perhaps, than 
any other. It is the one which the Demo- 
crats most freely harp upon, and which they 
seem In regard as the central point aronnd 
which revolve all their queer notions con- 
cerning what they call "revenue reform." 
We refer to raw materials. In advocating 
free raw materials, the Democrats take a 
tremendous stride in the direction of Free 
Trade. 
Their success in placing these on the 


free list would be a plunge into the very 
arena of practical Free Trade. It would 
make n breach in the wall of Protection 
largo tnough to admit a skirmish guard of 
the enpmy capable of sending terror into 
Ihc rank* of our army of producers. 


To enforce this statement it ia only neces- 


sary to -ay that there are more persons c.n- 
"'oycd in producing raw materials than in 
rnaniifarliiring them into commercial arti- 
cles. 
More persons arc engaged in wool- 


growing than in the manufacture of woolen 
goods ; more persons are connected with the 
mining nnd smelling of ores than in fashion- 
ing them into articles cf use. Almost every 
industry admits of a similar statement. If 
raw mat'rials should be admitted into this 
country free of duty, il is easy to see the 
effect thut will be produced upon our Ameri- 
can lahoi era. They will be brought into di- 
rect competition with the cheap labor of 
other countries, and this cheap labor will 
seriously interfere with their employment 
•nd their wages. Il is a very trying circum- 
stance fora workingman to be thrown out of 
employment, and it is an unwelcome thing 
lo be obliged to accept a rcductk i of wages. 
This will be one of tbe immediate results 
arising from thc success of this Democratic 
scheme. 


Let thc laboring man give this subject his 


most earnest thought and attention. Cbtapcr 
labor abroad will practically takt the place 
of labor here, by Hie ..-ce admission of the 
products of the foreign laborer, which would 
lake the place of the products of the home 
laborer. The industries on which thousands 
of our workingmen depend would suffer and 
languish. 
Multitudes would be thrown out 


of employment. 
They would be obliged to 


enter other fields of work and compete with 
other woikraen. The whole system of indus- 
try would be more or less confused, for the 
channels of employment would be narrowed 
and diminished in number.

The 
country would realize a perplexity of Free 
Trade experience which would destroy the 
peace and happiness of thousands of Ameri- 
can workmen, and the very kind of work- 
men, too. who can least afford to be robbed 
of their simple means of gaining a living.

Ituild Your Home on Hleli Ground—A*l- 


liiIt tho Morning Simuliliie, but Don't 
Bo Afraid of Trees and T inos—Bewnro 
uf tlio Deadly Cellar. 
People nre running all over tho land for 


health. Every man's home should be, for 
him, tho healthiest spot on earth. 
If it bo 


notfco, ho should tnakoitso; and if that ho 
cannot do, lot him remove to a spot he con 
render sanitary. Of course advice of this 
sort la to thoso who can control their sur- 
roundings. Tho locution of hah" tho houses 
in Iho country is as bad us can lie, and tbo 
location of half tho rest a good deal worse 
than need l>o. Will you note, as you dnvo 
nlong tho bighwa}'**, what you see. Chooho a 
bubui ban road. Tlio houses almost invari- 
ably occupy from one-fuurth of an aero to 
more than an acre; yet they all stand close 
fronted to tho street. Tho result is that a 
cloud of dust is, half tho time, blowing over 
und into BUCU houses, carrying tho vile dung 
and refuse of tho street. 
Not many worse 


things find their wuy into our nostrils and 
mouths than tho street dust. It is a mixture 
of filth and poison. 
A house should bo set bock as tar as possi- 


ble from tho street, and not bo innccesbihlo. 
I know a few that aro approached by ele- 
gant drives, and stand in the middle of eight 
or tun acres. I consider tho middle of a lot 
sho ideal spot. Of course, this is to bo modi- 
fled by the lay of tho land—a bluff, to be pre- 
ferred always. Besides escaping dust, we 
hliould aim to get as far as possible abovo the 
low lying logs and damp spots, whore xmasms 
collect. Yet these long rows of homes are, 
SB a rule, not on tho higher knolls, but on 
the flattest, lowest spots,. 
A.part from the 


charm of outlook and landscape advantages 
of high points, I place that of health incom- 
parably as most important. There is fre- 
quently all tho difference between healthy 
homes and unhealthy homes, dependent ou 
throo or four rods of removal. Tho subsoil 
is to bo looked after, and tho drainage, and, 
ubovo all, good wplls. These aro secured at 
tho higher jioints as a rule. 


But what uoxt do you observe as you ride 


about? A lurgo share of the houses, perhaps 
not half, aro unsheltered by trees. "Trees 
make a houso damp." That is tho worst 
of nonsense. I do not understand why people 
of common sense should be blind to tho fact 
trees drink water out of tho soil and ovap- 
oruto it into tho air. They are, abovo all, 
sanitary iu thoir tendency to equalize temper- 
ature and raoibturo. You will make no mis- 
take if you plant trees all about your house, 
only admitting tho morning sunshine, and 
by no means darkening your rooms. The 
morning sun I consider invaluable, b.->ni for 
vegetable and animal lifo. But dr 
/t bo 


afraid of clean vines, such as grape vinos, 
honeysuckles, ampelopsis, clematis, and let 
thorn run freely ovor your verandas and 
6idesy>f• tho house, I have tested tho value 
of trees and vines in cooling the atmosphere, 
and know that it makes udifTerence of many 
degrees iu your rooms. When you havo 
dampness, it is owing to excess of moisture 
in tho air, in spite of tho trees, not; because of 
tho trees. Drain your land well, and the 
foliage Will then tend to equalize tempera- 
ture and moi&turo. 


You will wonder, on examination, to find 


how few houses, in spite of all that is written 
on tho subject, are free trom foul drains, 
slop holes, bad sewerage and mildewed cel- 
lars. There seems to bo an alliance between 
the common builder and typhus fever and 
diphtheria, for if conditions wero sought to 
1* established favorably for the development 
of such diseases, nothing better could be de- 
vised thau tlio partly modernized country 
houso. City houses are death traps from the 
escape or back-set of sower gases, and tho 
reckless complication of "modern conven- 
iences," that soon fill the finest palaces with 
an atmosphere of death. But the country 
house, standing apart from others, might bo 
easily rendered sanitary. .Invariably ex- 
annno tho cellar, for that holo under tho 
houso is always to be found. Tho time will 
como when cellars will be abolished. 


If underground rooms ore required, let 


them bo iu tho side of a hill, or otherwise 
separated from the liuuuo. It ie iioarly im 
possible to furnish tho two things necessary 
for a good cellar, that is, thorough ventila- 
tion, summer and winter, and common sense 
on tho i art of tho owners to prevent it from 
containing mildews and foul odors. If a 
collar is not sweet enough to bo inhabitable, 
it is unfit to be under a habitation. I know 
scorei of these terrible dens that aro annu- 
ally flooded. This is better than that they 
bo never cleansed at all. But a cellar is 
very far from being tho necessity that it is 
supposed to bo. A store room above the 
ground, built without windows, will keep 
fruit and many vegetables better than a 
cellar. 
Other vegetables may better bo 


stored in a pit apart from the house, or ad- 
jacent to it, but not under it. 


I entered ono recently in which there wero 


a scoro of old butter jars, each one rancid, 
and most of them more or loss filled with 
soap grease of indefinite admixtures. Abol- 
ish collars and build store rooms above 
ground, and then let them bo kept clean. A 
barrel of potatoes that emits a bad odor holds 
death, and had best be at onco got rid of. 
Vegetables not entirely fresh are dangerous 
at all seasons. Few people know how to keep 
many vegetables free from decay. It is a 
poor plan to store them in quantity. Potato 
rot has not only caused tho loss of millions 
of bushels of that esculent, but it has caused 
tho loss of thousands of human lives from 
tho storage in cellars. Not ono should be 
tolerated about a house.—U, Maurice, M. D., 
in Globe-Democrat.

A Plat and Skull Fight. 


Bill Arp thus discusses old tunes in Georgia 


and the old fashioned training day scenes: 


An old fashioned muster was equal to a 


modern "Mnrdi Clras." The governor was 
tho cornmnndor-in-cMc'f, but as he could not 
bo personally present the militia were ro- 
viewed by proxy. Every county had an aide- 
de-camp \\ ith the rank of colonel. Ho held 
his rank and title as long as tho governor 
held his office, and ho was expected to holler 
for him and talk for him and boom him, and, 
if necessary, ho must fight for him on a suit- 
able occasion. If tho governor failed of re- 
election, tlie.se colonels hud to retire too, and 
a new set were appointed, but tbe old set 
never lost their title, and so tho state to 
course of time got pretty full of colonels. 
Ou muster day the colonel wore a cockade 
hat and a red plume and epaulots and a 
long brass sword and big brass spurs, and 
horso pistols in the holsters of his saddle, and 
he and his personal staff rode up and down 
tho lines reviewing the militia, who were 
drawn up in a double crooked straight line 
in a great big field that was full of gullies 
and broom sago. Some wore coats and some 
didn't; some wore shoes and some didn't; but 
none wore beards, for in those days none 
wore beards but gamblers. 
Some wero 


armed with shotguns and some with rifles or 
muskets, but most of them carried sticks and 
cornstalks and umbrellas, und they stood up 
or squatted down at pleasure, and about half 
the tune were hollering for water. 


THE COLOJfEL AND HIS STAFF. 


Tho colonel and his staff rodo up and down 


tho lines on fine horses that danced and 
pranced like there wore tacks under the sad- 
dles. Tho roll of each company was called 
and every man answered to his name whether 
he was there or not. Then the colonel took a 
central position and faced the long audience 
and waved his glittering sword and ex- 
claimed: "Attention, battalion!

Hugging it to his 
old bosom be smiled amid his tears and whis- 
pered: "I wish that I could play you one 
more tune." That night the old man died, 
with his left hand closed hard and rigid 
around the neck of his violin. 


After the muster was over then came tho 


horse racing on quarter nags and horso swap- 
ping, and of course some pugilistic exercises 
m front of the groceries.

Jim Bowles was 'the center of a crowd 


from his beat, and stripped to the waist ho 
pranced around and popped his flst in the 
palm of his hand, and jumped up and 
cracked his heels together three times before 
they stmck tho ground, and gave a wild In- 
jun whoop and exclaimed: 'Tm the best man 
in Pinknoyville district." About that time 
big Jim Robinson jumped up in the center 
of another crowd and yelled: "I'm the best 
moil in Ben Smith's.deestriet," and Nick Raw- 
lius screamed like a panther from another 
crowd, and gritted his teeth and shook his 
hair and yelictl: "Gtentlemon, my Betsy Jane 
says I'm tho best mail in Ilockbridgo aees- 
tnct, nnd I reckon sho ought for to know."

OUR ENEMY THE 
COW. 


DISCUSSION OF HEBREW METHODS 


OF SLAUGHTERING CATTLE. 


Provisions of the Jewish taw M Em- 


bodied in the Yoreh Deali—The Differ- 
ence Between "KoUi*r" and "Trefih" 
Selling "Trefa" Meat to Cliriatlaiu. 
"Our great enemy is the cow. Against her 


and her brother, the ox, tho great preventa- 
tive ia always to boil your milk thoroughly, 
and eat your meat well done." 


So said President Chauveau In his speech 


at tho First International Tuberculosis con- 
gress at Paris, as reported by cable. 


In view ol tho discussion by medical men 


on both sides of tho Atlantic as to whether 
tuberculosis ia communicated from the bo- 
vine to the human race, a reporter talked 
with Dr. Frederick de Sola Mendes, of the 
Gates of Prayer Synagogue, and Chief Rabbi 
Joseph, on the Hebrew manner of slaughter- 
ing cattle. 


Dr. Mendes said: "Tho idea that tubercu- 


losis can be propagated in tho human species 
by the consumption of tho flesh of animals 
suffering from disease is an old one to the 
sanitary legislation of our people. The pro- 
visions of the Jewish law, as embodied in 
the Yoreh Deah,1are minute an"d cover the 
details sufficiently to enable the slaughterer 
to decide whether tho animal ho has just 
butchered is free from all taint. 
i(I compiled a chart of sixty different ap- 


pearances in tho lungs of cattle—some malig- 
nant, some harmless—and which are all 
described in the accompanying text. It ia 
the duty of the butcher who slays the animal 
to closely examine the lungs of the carcass 
and from their appearance decide whether it 
ia free from tubercular and other tainte. It 
would be Impossible for the carcass of an in- 
fected animal to pass the inspection of a con- 
scientious slaughterer and be pronounced fit 
for vise. 


"I know nothing of any enacments of the 


Jewish law which compels an examination 
of the milk of animals suspected of tubercu- 
losis. Having no knowledge of the statistics 
as to T.'hether Hebrews, who observe the 
rules, arc lees liable than Gentiles to tuber- 
culosis, I can give no opinion. I should judge 
that, other things being equal, the observ- 
ant Jew has the benefit of his fidelity to the 
law in greater immunity from tubercular dis- 
eases. The questions of kosher meat were 
discussed at length in Chicago some months 
ago." 


CHIEF HJ.BI1I JOSEPH. 


Chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph, at his residence, 


said: "I havo been too busy with my mani- 
fold duties to examine tbe slaughter houses 
of our people yet. I have examined somo of 
tbo knlvca to seo that they have no jagged 
edges and are as sharp as possible so as to 
•void unnecessary suffering by the cattle. 
The law book Yoreh Dean, section 35, de- 
scribes tbe lungs of cattle—the lobes and the 
rose lobe. 


"If the lobes aro radically malformed we 


call tho animal 'tref a,' or unclean, and there- 
fore uneatable. If tho external or surface 
tissue of the lungs has boles in it It is a dis- 
ease, but may be cured, but if the underly- 
ing skin has bolus also it is 'trefa.' Some- 
times the holes aro very small in both integu- 
ments. Wo place tho lungs in water arid 
inflate them through the windpipe. If thoro 
are air bubbles that shows perforation. Tho 
lobes of tho lung must not be adherent to 
tho body of tho animal or each other; that 
shows that there are holes and pus has gen- 
erated, thereby causing this sticking to- 
gether. This is 'trefa.' If tho outer skin is 
hard and leathery it is 'trefa.' If tho lungs 
cannot be easily inflated and fall together, 
that shows inflammation and consequent fill- 
ing up of tho bronchial tubes. This disease 
is curable." 


"After death how cau you tell whether the 


sickness was curable?" abked the reporter. 


"Wo put the lungs into water in all doubt- 


ful cases for twenty-four hours. Wo then 
inflate them, and if thoy como up as in nor- 
mal condition the animal was curable and 
therefore eatable. 
If there are watery pus- 


tules on the outward skin it is curable, but 
In the case of confluent pustules it is 'trcfa' 
and not 'kosher.' If there aro black stains 
on the outer skin of the lung it is 'trefa,' but 
if white stains, 'kosher;' if yellow stains, 
*trefa;' if blue, 'kosher.' 


"Now as to milk. While tho cow is alive 


it cannot be discerned whether the milk is 
unhealthy except the animal has the foot 
and mouth disease. Tho milk of such cow is 
forbidden; also tho butter and cheese mado 
from her milk. Dropsy as a result of dis- 
ease is chronic in cattlo and in man. 
If tho 


flesh of such cattlo bo consumed the infec- 
tion is naturally absorbed," 


THE HEALTH BOARD HESPOKSIBLE. 


"What becomes of tho animals that are 


slaughtered and are not kosher r' 


"As long as tho board of health permits 


the salo of the cattlo wo can sell it to Chris- 
tians and others. If Christians want to buy 
'kosher' meat of us we aro bound to sell it to 
them. Tho law says so. If tho Christian 
asks for 'kosher' meat and is given diseased 
meat the Hebrew commits a sin." 


"Do you think that Hebrews suffer more 


from tuberculous than Christians?" 


"Universal statistics show that tho He- 


brews suffer less from lung disease than'auy 
other race. They certainly suffer less from 
lung disease than any other race from sick- 
ness caused by eating diseased meat. Tho 
general health of the Hebrews is excellent. 
Our law does not designate any disease which 
comes from cattls that man can be inocu- 
lated with. 


"As a rule Hebrews soak meat in waterfor 


half an hour after purchasing it, and then 
salt it for an hour. This is considered a san- 
itary measure. Shell fish—oysters, crabs, 
lobsters—aro not eaten by tho orthodox 
Jews." 


Dr. M. G. Dadirrian, a native of Asia 


Minor, but now practicing in New York, 
said to areperter: 


Tho subject of tuberculosis is one of great 


interest to me, as it must bo to every medical 
man. After receiving my education in tho 
University Medical college in this city twenty 
years ago, I returned to my homo and prac- 
tised in Asia Minor three years, and in Con- 
stantinople twelve years. I may say that I 
had a very largo practice, but being a Chris- 
tian I had somo trouble with tho Greeks, so 
four years ago I packed up my belongings 
and brought my family to Now York. 


"Now, during all those years in tho East I 


rarely came across a cose of tuberculosis, and 
I have f brmed a very strong opinion on tho 
oause of the absenco of the disease in that 
part of the world. The Parisian, congress 
found that by cooking meat well and boiling 
milk thero was less dancer of catching the 
disease. And this conforms with tho result 
of my experience in Asia Minor and Con- 
stantinople. There the natives eat generally 
mutton aiid drmk goat's and sheep's milk. 
They scarcely touch beef or cow's milk, but if 
they do thoy cook the meat well and always 
lerment the milk. Here tho mistake scorns 
to bo that people imagyio that thero is more 
nourishment in rare meat and milk from the 
cow, 
but this is a fallacy, and I am glad that 


the Parisian congress reported it as such."— 
New York Herald.

If the room is warm you are thrown into a 
violent perspiration; your collar wilts, neck- 
tie gets awry, your appetite leaves you, and 
when your labors are finished you begin your 
dinner with the air of one who has been in a 
pugilistic mill, and como out second beat.
